These 
drawings are acceptable. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. An amendment was received from the applicant on December 10, 2002. 

3. Claims 1-14 have been canceled. 

4. Claim 15 is allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The bodyboard 
structure as claimed is not shown or suggested in the prior art because of the use of a bodyboard 
that is comprised of a base board formed from a foamed material that has an upper surface, a 
bottom surface and a plurality of outer edges, a base plate that is bonded to said bottom surface of 
said base board, said base plate having a stiffness that is greater than the stiffness of said base 
board, a first plastic film layer that directly and entirely encompasses the outer periphery of said 
base board and said base plate, and a second plastic film layer that overlays a lower surface of said 
base plate. 

6. The prior art as disclosed by Glydon et al. (US 5,658,179) shows the use of a bodyboard 
structure that is comprised of a base board, a bottom plate that is mounted to a bottom surface of 
said base board, and a plastic film layer that encloses all outer surfaces of said base board. 
However, none of the prior art cited shows or suggests the use of a bodyboard that is comprised 
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of a base board formed from a foamed material that has an upper surface, a bottom surface and a 
plurality of outer edges, a base plate that is bonded to said bottom surface of said base board, said 
base plate having a stiffness that is greater than the stiffness of said base board, a first plastic film 
layer that directly and entirely encompasses the outer periphery of said base board and said base 
plate, and a second plastic film layer that overlays a lower surface of said base plate.
